RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Dear Sir: 

This is in re^nse to the Office Action mailed December 1 4, 2004, in tiie captioned 
£q)plication. 

A Petition to extend the time to respond to the pending Office Action by one month is 
enclosed herewith. 

In the Office Action, resttiction is required under 35 USC 12 1 and 372 to one of the 
following: 

Group I, claim(s) 1-10, drawn to a composition and a method of preparing a veterinary 
composition comprising a water-insoluble active compoimd suitable for administering to a target 



animal through a water distribution system, comprising mixing the active compound 
(benzimidazole); 

Group II, claim(s) 1-9, drawn to a composition and a method of preparing a veterinary 
composition comprising a water-insoluble active compound suitable for administering to a target 
animal through a water distribution system, comprising mixing the active compound (pro- 
benzimidazole). 

Applicants elect, with traverse, the subject matter of Group I, that is claims 1-10, drawn 
to a composition and a method of preparing a veterinary composition comprising a water- 
msoluble, active compound suitable for administering to a target animal through a water 
distribution system, comprising mixing the active compound (benzimidazole). 

Applicants respectfully submit that the restriction requirement is improper. Applicants 
submit that Group I and Group II relate to a single general inventive concept, that is, i) a method 
for preparing a veterinary composition comprising a water-insoluble active compound suitable 
for administering to a target animal through a water distribution system and ii) a suspoemulsion 
suitable for administering a veterinarilv active compound to a tai^et animal through a water 
distribution system. 

Applicants submit that the active compounds utilized in the claimed invention 
encompass more than the benzimidazole and pro-benzimidazole presented in the restriction 
requirement. See, for example, original claims 1 and 9 and page 3, line 33 through page 4, line 
11. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and wididrawal of the 
restriction requirement.
